The northerly half of Alberta does 
fight to continue its fight for a major 
highway through the Yellowhead Pass to 
Kamloops because the development of this 
@ection and the area to the north of it 
demands such an all-weather road. 

Pressure will be brought to bear upon 
the provincial government to appoint a 
fact-finding body to investigate all factors 
in the choice of a Trans-Canada Highway 
route across this province before a final 
decision is made on the Kicking Horse Pass 
route. 

This demand, together with the 
Yellowhead supporters’ denunciation of the 

overnment for yielding to British Colum- 
Fis pressure in favor of the Kicking Horse 
route, which will be most profitable to 
B.C., is well justified. 

But whether the Yellowhead highway 
4s known as the Trans-Canada Highway or 
as something else is of small importance 
compared to the need for getting the 
Yellowhead highway built. 

And even if the Yellowhead highway is 
not dignified by the name “Trans-Canada,” 
it will be the Trans-Canada Highway in 
fact because of its superior tourist attrac- 
tions and the greater ease with which it

If Alberta’s government has been so 
solicitous of British Columbia’s feelings 
and British Columbia's pocketbook as to 
accede to British Columbia's demands for 
the Kicking Horse route, it should be 
equally solicitous of the needs of Northern 
Alberta and build the Yellowhead highway 
as well. 

We don’t care what it is called. But we 
do know it will be the one the vast majority 
of people will want to use.

Neither the beaver nor the maple leaf

The fleur-de-lis, symbol of pre-revo- 
lutionary France, is significant to a very 
large number of Canadian people and 
did play an important part in formative 
Canadian history 

It is, indeed, a vital part of Canadian 
history and, in our opinion, should be 


represented on the flag. 

But the Union Jack was the banner 
under which Canada was conquered, under 
which Canada was extended, developed 
and matured to the point of achieving full 
and independent sovereignty. 

Under the Union Jack, Canada came of 
age. And it is no more reasonable for 
Canada to discard the Union Jack, just be- 
cause she has reached a sovereign major- 
ity, than it would be for a young man to 
discard his father’s family name just be- 
cause he had reached the age of 21. 

The Union Jack is one of the essential 
symbols in Canadian history. To repudiate 
it now would be repudiating one’s 
ancestors and all the past—a feat, which 
Omar Khayyam has pointed out, cannot 
be accomplished with all one’s piety and 
all one’s wit.

Canasta 


By OSWALD JACOBY 

“I was criticized the other night, 
laments a New Orleans reader, “for 
failing to make a base. I didn’t talk 
back because I wouldn't have 
known a base if I fell over -one 
What was it, really, that I failed 
to make? Also, was this clever of 
me or was it a prize boner?” 

A base is four or more natural 
cards in a single meld. You must 
have a base to make a canasta, be- 
cause there must be at least four 
natural cards in any canasta 

Sometimes you have a wild card 
or two lying around loose in your 
hand, and your partner may also 
have an odd wild card that he does- 
m't need very much. If those wild 
cards are added to a base, a canas 
ta can be made fairly quickly. If 
there is no base on the table, how- 
ever, neither you nor your partner 


can be sure where to put the wild 
cards. You might, after all, make 
the mistake of putting the wild 


cards on a meld which could never 
become a canasta for lack of four 
natural cards 

It is usually a good idea to make 
one base at a fairly early stage of 
the play. It is sometimes good pol- 
icy to make two different bases 
However, it is not wise to try for 
several bases unless you have pick- 
ed up a large discard pile 
REASONING SIMPLE 

The reasoning is very simple and 


direct. At the beginning of a hand 
you usually can’t tell which side 
is going to win control of the dis- 
card pile. If the opponents do so 
your side should make a canasta 
and meld out in a hurry. It is easier 
to do that if you have a base 
Hence, you try to get a base fairly 
early as a sort of insurance policy 
against a bad beating 

Two bases are quite enough for 
this purpose If you to make 
too many bases, you won't have 
enough cards left in your hand to 
put up a good fight. It's like 
spending your entire income on 
insurance — too much of a good 
thing, 


GOOD TO DELAY 

k is sometimes a good idea to 
postpone making your base for a 
play or two, For example, suppose 


your partner makes the initial 
meld. You can add a card or two 
to one of his melds. Once in a 


while you should deliberately not 


add those cards. 
This keeps the opponents guess- 
ing. They never know when you 
have cards that match your part- 
ner’s melds, This uncertainty may 
make it very dangerous for them 
to freeze the pack
